3. As you know there is no access to the area 
except from our property . This may 
discourage competitive bidders. 


4. The appraisal will determine the minimum bid 
and we would take the chance of someone bid- 
ding against us....however....if we have the 
only access and we have a lease, we should 
be in a good position to bid on the property. 


In the past the Club has tried to obtain this property 


and has had problems. At this time I believe we can 
purchase it. I estimate the cost to be around $20,000.

EXPLANATION OF SALES PRICE QUESTIONNAIRE 


? - Sales of real estate are used as one factor in assessing property 
for taxation. Both the county assessor and the Department of Revenue collect and study property 
sales for this purpose. Sales are also used to measure uniformity of assessments to insure that all 
taxpayers pay only their fair share of property taxes. The use of sales for these purposes has been 
tested in the courts. 


How will the information be used? - Trained appraisers will consider the selling price of your 


property and the selling price of similar properties to determine the assessed value for many 
properties. Present day building construction costs, income and expenses (if the property being 
appraised produces income), age of the buildings, location etc., will also be considered. 


Will my taxes be raised if I answer this questionnaire? - Not because you answered the 
questionnaire. Property tax increases are caused by increasing costs of operating schools, cities, 
water districts, fire districts, and the many other public services supported by the property tax. 
Accurate sales information makes possible accurate assessments. The property tax load is more 
evenly distributed under present laws when all assessments are based on current market value. 


2 - Selling prices of property often 
include more than just the land and buildings. Many sales prices include furniture, machinery, 
livestock, and farm crops. The value of these items is deducted from the total selling price when 
the sale is studied by the appraisers. The figure they work with is the total amount paid for land 
and buildings. The "reason for purchase” is needed to help the appraisers group similar properties 
for the study. For example, the selling price of a farm purchased for subdivision or as an 
industrial.site would not be used to measure farm values. 


2 - Crops, plants, and orchard trees are not taxable. If 
your purchase price included any of these items, please show the number of acres and type of each 
item. The non-taxable part of the selling price will be subtracted from the total price of the 
property to permit analysis of the land and buildings. Amounts paid the seller for sewer or street 
assessments, property taxes, or other expenses should be shown in item 4 of the questionnaire.
